N THE momentous year of 1919, many recently- 
returned soldiers were asked to volunteer for service 
to maintain municipal services and help keep order. 
This platoon was recruited from among Great-West Life staff 
members.

Winnipeg was an exciting place to be in 
1919 — hordes of returning servicemen 
were sure they had won “the war to end 
all wars” and that the future was bright 
for everyone. But, post-war inflation 
crept in; the cost of living jumped; wages 
were static and unemployment increased 
as the servicemen gradually started to 
look for jobs. In many areas, workmen 
tried to keep their families on an income 
of less than $20 a week, while in the 
“rich” parts of the city, there was an 
ostentatious display of wealth. All of 
these factors contributed to the “Winni¬ 
peg General Strike”, making 1919 a 
truly unique time in Winnipeg’s history. 
LULU STREET tells about this time and 
to make the show authentic, our props 
deparment has had a mad time, scour¬ 
ing the city for stoves, dishes, clothing 
and so on of that time. It’s fascinating to 
look back to 1919 — less than 50 years 
ago — and see how much and yet how 
little life has changed. 

A press release from Minneapolis notes 
that Len Cariou has been signed again 
for the Minnesota Theatre Company’s 
first season being performed both in 
Minneapolis and St. Paul. The Min¬ 
neapolis season opens June 1 at the 
Guthrie; the St. Paul season December 
27 at the Crawford Livingston Theatre in 
the St. Paul Arts and Science Centre. 

A native of Virden, Manitoba, Mrs. 
DeWitt Wallace, born Lila Bell Acheson, 
now co-chairman of Reader's Digest, has 
offered $1,000,000 to the Metropolitan 
Opera’s National Company so that it can 
resume its touring in the 1968 season. 
The Company’s 1966-67 tour had to be 
cancelled for financial reasons. 


The Crest Canadian Players Theatre 
Foundation has a new Artistic Director. 
He is Clifford Williams, who will launch 
a four-month season at the Royal Alex¬ 
andra next January. At present, Mr. Wil¬ 
liams is directing at the National Theatre 
of Finland and from there he goes to the 
Royal Opera at Covent Garden and then, 
in May, flies to Toronto to choose plays 
and a company. This summer he will be 
with the Royal Shakespeare Co. The ne¬ 
gotiations with Mr. Williams were carried 
on when he was directing VOLPONE at 
Yale last month. 

Canadian Library Week is coming up 
April 16 - 22, with Expo's slogan “Man 
and His World” being expanded to “The 
Library and Man and his World". 

Marie Hohtanz, a Winnipegger who used 
to hostess a CJAY-TV daily show is star¬ 
ring in THE MIRACLE WORKER in Cal¬ 
gary with the MAC 14 Theatre Society. 
The group, seen here in September with 
THE KNACK, with which it took almost 
all of the major awards at the Dominion 
Drama Festival last spring, goes on next 
to A STREETCAR NAMED DESIRE with 
Anna Cameron and Len Birman who 
played Mercutio in MTC’s ROMEO AND 
JULIET. 

In recent weeks, many people who actu¬ 
ally lived on Lulu Street in 1919 have 
called to tell us of their experiences. Two 
sisters who lived there and remember 
the area well are Mrs. Amy Wright of 
Prince Rupert Avenue and Mrs. W. Har- 
mer of 101 Mayfair.

ANN HENRY 


Miss Henry is well-known to Winni- 
peggers for her many years as a writer, 
columnist and critic for the Winnipeg 
Tribune. Her checkered career is proof 
indeed that fact is usually more un¬ 
believable than fiction. At 15 she was 
hired as a high diver for a water show, 
although she neither swam nor dove; 
later she raised chickens, unsuccess¬ 
fully, in La Riviere; made her living 
clerking in a department store; working 
as a secretary in an aircraft plant with¬ 
out training in either shorthand or typ¬ 
ing; waiting on tables, washing dishes; 
dancing; cleaning barns; milking cows; 
plucking chickens. Eventually she landed 
a job as a reporter, first on the Winnipeg 
Citizen and later on the Tribune. 
Although LULU STREET is her first full- 


length play, Miss Henry has published 
numerous articles in newspapers and 
magazines. She won the MacLeans fic¬ 
tion prize of $1,500 in 1955 and two 
years later, a Hollywood writing prize. 
Miss Henry worked in Winnipeg in the 
early days of radio and played all kinds 
of “mad ladies, daft boys and spooky 
characters”. At one point she had her 
own radio show — four 15-minute shows 
a day, with the Muskeekee Medicine 
Company as a sponsor. Last year Miss 
Henry was in two MTC productions. In 
ANDORRA she was the Mother and in 
NICHOLAS ROMANOV an extra. Two of 
her three children are actively engaged 
in theatre — Donnelly Rhodes in Holly¬ 
wood, and Tim Henry currently with the 
MTC ‘Young Company’.

The Winnipeg General Strike happened 
four dozen years ago but it might as well 
have been four centuries for all the 
knowledge we have of it, or for all the 
empathy we have with the social prob¬ 
lems of the time. Today in this age of 
leisure we are told that the five-day week 
will soon be a thing of the past, and the 
ultimate problem posed by automation 
is not the creation of .new jobs but the 
creative use of leisure time — to keep 
people happily and constructively occu¬ 
pied. Hard for us to imagine the struggle 
by which the Minimum Wage Board had 
established a minimum wage of $1.50 a 
week and safeguarded hours. The aver¬ 
age working day was ten hours, with one 
day off. A good general blacksmith 
(what’s a blacksmith) could make $6.00 
a day; a waitress, on the other hand, 
made between $15 and $25 a month. Ah, 
but food was less, you say. Think so? The 
weekend specials before that Thursday 
(May 15) when everything stopped at 
11 a.m. featured creamery butter for 63 
cents a pound (it was selling regularly 
between 65 and 70c and this was before 
margarine; the other spread was lard); 
a four pound tin of strawberry jam was 
sale-priced at $1.10, a ‘large’ tin of as¬ 
paragus was 40c (10c off the regular 
price), eggs were 47c a dozen, and 
cooked sliced ham was 60c a pound. 
Spring Clean-Up Week had just started 


when 17,000 union members answered 
“yes” to this question: “Are you in favor 
of the six-hour day and a general strike 
to enforce it?” And meant it. No street¬ 
cars, no telephones, no newspapers, no 
elevators, no bread and milk delivery, 
lowered water pressure, skeletal fire 
protection". At first it was kind of fun. 
Self-established chauffeurs offered jit¬ 
ney service up on down Portage Avenue 
for a nickel; people with cars picked up 
other people walking to or from work. 
Bread and milk were made available 
where they were needed most and the 
Free Press started publishing a one-page 
paper after a week. The strikers enjoyed 
their holiday. 

But there were incidents. The paralyzed 
city attracted human vultures and 
a mass meeting of citizens at West¬ 
minster Church saw fit to form a volun¬ 
teer police patrol to protect property. 
There was tension between the strikers 
and the white collar people who con¬ 
tinued to do their daily work, tension and 
eventual bitterness between old army 
buddies who split their sympathies and 
their friendships. The first two train¬ 
loads of veterans had arrived in Winni¬ 
peg on May 6 and three more the day 
before the strike began. People were 
wearing ‘Welcome Home’ buttons (25c 
each).

Among other things, LUV spoofs love, 
marriage, self-pity, despair, suicide and 
homosexuality. "America”, in its Febru¬ 
ary 13, 1965 issue, said: “LUV may be 
the ultimate in laughs”. 

Mr. Schisgal has been writing since he 
was 21 and as he puts it, “until I turned 
to drama and wrote THE TYPISTS and 
THE TIGER I was notably unsuccessful. 
Actually, I turned out 60 short stories 
and three novels — none of which were 
published and all of which were quite 
bad”. LUV’s reception must have more 
than made up for any disillusionment 
Mr. Schisgal had felt earlier in his liter¬ 
ary career.
